to flight and only hove to when the 
submarine overhauled her and pour­ 
ed shrapnel on her deck. 
Reports today indicate that about 
176 persons perished. 
Only eleven 
Americans were aboard the Ancona, 
the Societa Italia stated today. 
M rs. 
Cecile Greil was the only native bora 
American citizen, it is stated. 
The 
others were ten Italians who had be­ 
come naturalized American citizens. 
Whether the Ancona’s helpless pas­ 
sengers were slaughtered by shell fire 
when the liner was fleeing from the 
attacking submarine or were mowed 
down by shrapnel was not determined. 
Fresh messages containing stories by 
survivors trinkled in today but they 
were contradictory. 
A Tunis dispatch quoted the An­ 
cona surviving officers a s declaring 
the vessel hove to as soon as the 
submarine commanded her to halt. 
Other 
lispa tches, however, 
carried 
graphic descriptions of the chase as 
the fifteen-knot an hour liner a t­ 
tempted to outdistance the speedy 
submersible.
